It is equally a matter of regret and afton- 
ifhment,. that chriftian nations have, in fo 
great a degree, neglefted to incorporate the 
Bible into their fyftems of education : and 
the aftonifhment is greatly increafed by com- 
paring the conduét of chriftians, in this ref- 
peét, with that of Pagans and Mahometans.— 
The moft diftinguifhed Pagan nations have 














been careful to inftru€& their children in the 
principles, ceremonies and pra€tices of their 
religion. The Mahometans univerfally bring 
up their children in the habit of revering the 
Alcoran, in the contents of which they dili- 
gently inftruét them, even from infancy, and 
efteem ali other learning to be trifling, in 
comparifon withthe knowledge of that book. 
But the children of nominal chriftians are 
fuffered to grow up in ignorance of the Bi- 
ble. tts divine authority is acknowledged ; 
—the peerlefs excellence of its morality is 
granted ; and yet the avails of it, in forming 
the principles, the manners and habits of 
children and youth, are fadly negleéted.— 
To whatever caufes this negle€t may be ow- 
ing, the effeéts are fatal to children, who 
growing up, void of moral and religious 
principles and without mental reftraints, fall 
eafy victims to the feduétions of vice. 


Inafmuch as virtue, or pure morality, 
cheriihed and fupported by religious princi- 
ples, is, elpecialiy in a republic, the bafis of 
focial order and public happinefs, it is very 
plain, that inftruéting children in the facred 
(criptures 1s infinitely important to this coun- 
try, ina political view; and fthould, there- 
fore, engage the lively attention of legifla- 
tors and magiftrates, as well as of parents and 
teachers. A found and prudent policy is 
concerned, as well to prevent the exiftence 
of crimes againft focial order, as to reftrain 
them by punifhments when they do exift : 
and furely no preventive to vices and crimes 
can be found, fo efficacious, and, at the fame 
time, fo praéticable and eafy, as by deeply 
enftamping the minds of children with mor- 
al and religious impreffions, by a due appli- 
cation of the truths of the facred book. If 
all the peculiar and fuperior advantages, 
which chriftianity affords, were to be pru- 
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ng the 
principles and habits of children, it would 
have an aftonifhing effe€&t in purifying the 
public morals. Were fcripture knowledge 
to be made an indifpenfible part of fchool 
inftru€tion, throughout this country, vice 
would be abafhed-and hide its head, legal 
punifhments would be rare, the beauty of fo- 
cial order, would, every where, be apparent, 
and that righteoufnefs would fpring up and 
flourifh, which exalteth a nation. At the 
fame time, a judicious fele€tion from the Bi- 
ble would be’more proper, as a fyftem of 
fchool inftrudion, than the promifeuous 
reading of the whole volume ; and that, for 
the following reafons. In our Englifh tranf- 
lation of the Bible, fome words and phrafes 
have, in this age of refinement, become in- 
delicate and unfuitable to be ufed in fchools. 
—Some hiftorical feé&s are related, fuch as 
the divine order to Abraham to facrifice his 
fon, and alfo to the Hebrews to exterminate 
the nations living in the land of Canaan, 
which would be lable to make wrong im- 
preflions on the minds of children, unlefs 
they were to be carefully explained. The 
tipical and ceremonial laws of Mofes, which 
are now done away, may be profitably read 
in no other manner than by connefting thofe 
types and ceremonies with the objeéts, which 
they tipified and fhadowed forth ; and of this 
the generality of chiidren are not capable. 
The prophecies of the Old Teftament, and 
alfo the Apocalypfe, or book of Revelation, 
are generally obfcure, fo that it needs a con- 
fiderable degree of learning, as well as a ma- 
ture judgment to underfland and apply them ; 
they are not, therefore, fuited to the capaci- 
ties of children.—Solomon’s s Songs i isan al- 


dently and faithfully ufed in formi 


legory, and abounds with expreffions and ime 


ages, which are fo liable to be perverted to 
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loofe purpofes, that {according to a Jewith 
ible the ancient Hebrews were not 
permitted to read it, till alter they had arriv- 
ed tothe mature age of thirty years.—The 


“ee qmpropricty of reading that part of the Bible 





fchools mui be obvious to every one.— 
It is.teftified by the Apoftic Peter that fome 
things in Paul's epiftles “ are hard to be un- 
derftood, which the unlearned and unftable 
are liable to wreft unto their own deftruc- 
tion.”’ Such paffages ot {cripture are far a- 
bove the capacities of children and cannot 
conduce to their improvement.

For the aforementioned reafons, which 
have merely. been briefly ftated, and might 
eafily be eayviel. it is judged that [eleétions 
from the ible, particularly adapted to. the 
capacities. and improvement: of children, 
would be moge proper tor /cheol infirudion 
than the Bible itfelf. . . 
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AVING little difpofition to con- 
tend. with phantoms, we certainly fhould 
excufe ourlelves from any animadverfions 
upon the charge ot Monarchy, had not our 
own fad experience taught us, that no frauds 
are too palpable, no talihoods. too grolfs, no 
impofitions too glaring, to be played off with 
fuccefs upon popular credulity. Ot fuch, a

| him with horrors, all her own. A fingle 
remark, in this place, will fhow how unworthy 
the motives are, which induced the party to 
propagate a charge of fo vague and malignant 
a nature;

Here then we might 
reft, and wait till one plaufible reafon, drawn

NOW write to you from my

troyed by a finall fly which feeds on them, 
whilft quite young, that farmers are, in a 
great meafure, deterred from atiempting to 
cultivate that valuable root. ; 


THE FOLLOWING METHODS ARE RECOMMEN.« 
DED FOR PRESERVING THE PLANT. 

Firjt. Toa quart of turnip-feed, add one 
ounce of brimftone finely powdered—put 
both into a bottle, large enough to afford 
room to fhake them well together every day, 
for four or five days previous to fowing, 
keeping the bottle well corked. 

Second. Take tuch a quantity of elder 
leaves, as, when bruifed, will yield juice 
fufficient to cover the turnip-feed you in- 
tend to fow, in which let it foak about 1¢ 
hours—the next day mix it with the bruifed 
leaves, and a {mall quantity of allum—then 
fow all together. 

Turnip-feed is generally covered with a 
brufh harrow : Take elder bufhes for this 
purpofe, 

If, notwithflanding thefe precautions, the 
fly fhould attack the young plant, draw elder 
bufhes gently over them. 

If, Turnip-feed is fown while it rains it 
does not require to be harrowed in, and the 
young plants fhoot fo frongly that they foon 
gain ftrength beyond the power of the fly.

‘ T-will give you fome acconnt of onr 
unhappy fituation. On the e5th, at Point 
a Petre, there was a very fevere and deciliye 
battle. ‘The negrocs to the number of 4000 
were on the point of entering the city, and 
they would have fucceeded had not adivifion 
which the General fent for our proteflion, ar- 
rived in feafon ; but our troops attacked hem’ 
on La Morne Bruiffla, where they were en- 
trenched—goo0'remained on the field, befides 
300 prifoners who were taken. Ignace was 
killed, and his head carried through the ftreets 
at the end of apike. Palerine, who was one 
ot their chiefs, blew his brains out, and the 
remainder Of the army was routed.

The commune of Port Libre has 
notyet been burnt, but they are under great 
apprehenfions there, and have fent hither to 
requeft of the General in Chief a frigate and 
fome-troops. The requeft was immediately 
complied with and the frigate is under weigh, 
I cannot give you any news of the commune 
of L’Ance Bertrand. : 

At Bassaterre, after the evacuation of the 
fort on the 22d (at ro o'clock at might) the re- 
bels encamped on the heights of Palmisie, tn 
order to gay Matouba, where they had efta- 
blifhed feveral pofts, with fome field pieces. 
The general not being able to bring them to 
their duty by perlualion, gave orders for the 
attack, which was begun on the 29d at 7 o’- 
clock, rp. M. in three columns. They had 
cut away the bridge of Matouba, which made 
it impofible to come at them on that fide. 
One of our columns attacked them in the rear 
above La Salle, the two others upon another 
quarter. When they perceived our objeét 
they repaired totheir poft at Euglemont, which 
was their Head-Quarters and Magazine.— 
Our troops perceived them and were prepar- 
ing to attack them with the bayonet, whea 
they faw Delgres, who commanded them in 
perfon, fet fire tothe powder-magazine, which 
immediately blew up and they all pertihed. 
About 254t our brave grenadiers (two of them 
officers) who had entered the entrenchments 
were killed in the explofion. The reftotthe 
army, who were pofted ina different place 
were put to flight. Every day more or Iels, 
come in to furrender, and probably they wil! 
not again rally in this Canton, but almof all 
the inhabitants are burnt eut. ~ Flere in the 
city we are fafe, but conilant!y in arms. It 
is 1g days fince ] have quiuted guard, except 
to eat a piece of pork, our only food: and 
we {hall not probably be relieved for fome days 
We have juft heard that Gen. Boudet has ar- 
rived atthe Point with 900 grenadicrs from 
St. Domingo: they report that order is efta- 
blifhed there.”

*« Since my lait, things have takena favor. 
able turn here. Delyres with three hundred 
of his adherents have blown themfelves up tn 
their magazine at Matouba; amongit them 
were feveral white people, prrioners. At 
Matouba a great many have been murdered ;

&e. Ignace, ater attacking the Point, and 
failing im his auempi, blew out his brains. 
Kirwen did the fame at Matouba. At pre- 
fent, of the leaders, there is Massoto, and a 
Negro, the former commandant of the Point ; 
but they are without means of refiftance. One 
of the ring-leaders was hung yefterday on the 
Courfex he was the negro that difarmed the 
national guards: he died firmly, and told the 
General he expefted no mercy, aud all he 
was forry for was, that he had not murdered 
more of the whites when it was in his power. 


| The taking of Matouba was very fevere ; the 
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aftion commenced at fouro’clock inthe morn- 
ing, and they were furrounded at three o’- 
clock in the afternoon, when they blew them- 
felves up. It coft the whites 500 men killed 
and wounded. ‘At Point Petre, two days paft 
they fhot 130 negroes, taken under arms. 
Here, the Court-Martial has condemned only 
one as yet, owing to the hurry of bufinefs, 
and perhaps for other reafons, as the General 
has i{fded a proclamation forbidding any whites 
of the Colony denouncing any blacks or co- 
loured people : no doubt he has political rea- 
fons forit. After fumming up the foregoing 
reprefentation, you will fee that it is my opin- 
ion that you may return in fafety ; but you 
may alfo expeét, from the fituation of the 
Colony andthe many negroes yet in the woods 
that the fervice of the national guards will be 
very fevere and conftant. It is fuppofed Re- 
go, John, Levey, the former Captain of the 
Port, and Monero, Delgres’ aid, will be hung 
to-morrow,”’
